Revenue Producer —

The balance ?hcel of the Stu- 
dents' Society for. the year end- 
ed June 30. 1926, shows an' ex- 
cess expenditure of $626.26 for 
tlie past session. This amount 
covers all the activities coming 
under the jurisdiction of the 
Student's Executive Council. 
. The session previous there was 
an excess expenditure of 
$3.145.69. 

Thp Improvement In the financial 
situation of tVie Students' Society 
conies prim.nrily as a result of the 
iijipliciible decrease in capital expendi- 
ture on the Union. In iiriditlon. the 
McGlll .Annual, liiliT. showed a profil 
of over $700, as opposed to a $90 ex- 
ics.s revenue of the ]ti26 Year Book. 
The Dully for 1924-25 had a deficit of 
over SlDd. I'or the session 1925-26 it 
had iui excfKi; revenue of over $600. 

The decrea.so In rcïrlslratlon at the 
University cut considerably into the 
income of the Students' Society from 
iliB Universal fee. 

The Uriiion, excluding thé cafeteria 
for which a separate account is kept, 
.shows a decreiisc in expenditure of 
.?2,S30.nT over last year, but at the 
same time a decrease revenue of $1,251, 
41 is noted. The Cafeteria expenses 
.•ire also lower, showing a decrease of 
over $6,000,00. A decrease in revenue 
from this branch of the service, how- 
ever, cuts the net improvement in 
operation to Sl.OOO. 

For the Red and White Revue, the 
sale of tickets fell short of the 1925 
mark by over JIOOO.OO. Expenditures 
(jn this event were about the same. 
The J-'hiyers' Club showed an Iniprove- 
ineni, with a deficit of only $25.00. In 
p!i25 it had an excess expenditure of 
nearly $90.00. 

McGIll Daily spent over JIOO.OO more 
last year on cuts than the session pre/- 
vious, also $50. OO more tor telephone 
and telegraph. On the'other hand, the 
amount spent on the staff dinner is 
$58.25 as opposed to $188.25 for 1924 
I. Due to new and more satisfactory 
' arrangements, travelling ^ expenses 
were cut from $218.00 to $138, though 
improved service on out-of-town 
events has been given to readers of 
the Daily during the past year.

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Chinese are Lukev^arm in 
Attitude Toward Christi- 
anity 

The relations between the western- 
ers residing in China and the natives 
of the ooHiitry, the cause <jl' the con- 
nict that has ari.sen between them, 
and the attitude ot the Chinese to- 
wards the Christian religion were dis- 
cussed by Mr. R. O. Hall. Secretary 
of the British Student Movement, in 
an address before the R.V.C. section 
of the S.C.A. yesterday afternoon at 
the R.V.C. Common Room. The speak- 
er is about" to return to England af- 
ter spending a year in China where 
he has been studying the Chinese sit- 
uation. 

-Mr. Hall commenced his speech 
with the statement that the Chinese 
do not believe that Christianity has 
exercised any beneficial influence, over 
the western world. FoV this reason 
they are not very much attracted by 
the faith. 

Prior to' the war, Christianity had 
attained some degree of popularity in 
China but this feeling underwent con- 
siderable change during and after the 
war. The Chinese thought they were 
cajoled Into entering the conflict by 
a promise which later had to be brok- 
en. They were under the opinion, also, 
that Great Britain connived with Jap- 
an in taking Shantung, a sacred pro- 
vin.se to the Chinese. With the 
thought of this in their minds and 
mindful of the atrosities that ■ were 
committed during the war that ravag- 
ed the Christian world the Chinese 
faith. in Christianity was undermined 
and they maintained that the western 
world were not following out the doc- 
trines of their religion. 

Discussing the lîriti.sh situation in 
China, Mr. Hall remarked that the 
British wore forced to send military 
expeditions to China on two occa- 
sions. The uprising against foieignerK 
which endangered Jirlllsh trade in- 
terests demanded this move. An im- 
portant factor conti-ibutlng to the hat- 
red of foreigners and foreign influ- 
ence by the Chinese was the fact that 
for 100 years China has been govern- 
ed by a foreign dynasty— a decayini; 
power which ended soon after the 
death of their old ISmpress in 1911. 
It was a power that was rotten to the 
core, stated the speaker. 

On May SO, In Shanghai several slu 
dents and .several people were shot by 
a young IJrltish police sergeant who 
believed that lie .was fulfilling IiIk 
duty. Hut this act aroused the people. 
The spirit of national consciousness 
wa.s uwakeiied in them. They awoka 
to the rcall/,ation that the power of 
the' Manchus was endoil and un up- 
rising against the foreign resident.s 
was the result. -The foreigners, who 
have by this lime liad attained con 
sldurablc power in China, are loiilli 
to give It up. This is the root of the 
conflict that is now raging in the 
country. ' 

The speaker believed IhaL llic spirit 
of Christianity f;ould effect a recon- 
ciliation, in this movement the S.C.A. 
had a definite place. The education 
or the Chinese student In the Ideal.s 
of the S.C.A'. and a kindly and tol 
crant spirit towards China in the 
woiîtern world could cement a strung 
feeling of friciiduhii}.

Dr. T. Itarncs, of the Physics De- 
partment, delivered the first of a •■irrios 
of four lectures on "ice Engineering", 
yesterday In tho Physics Kuildlng. 

Dr. UiU'iies, Internationally rccognlK- 
od iiH an authority op Ice ISnglncering, 
spning Into prominence last .ipring. 
when he succeeded in smashing up the 
Ice Jam on the Alleghany River in 
time to silve Oil City, Pa. from what 
threatened to be a serious flood. On 
that occasion. Dr. Barnes used ther- 
mit ius the medium of destruction. He 
has also developed a splendid little in- 
stninicnt known tis the mlcro-thcrmo- 
mctor which is used by Tr;ins-.-\tlan- 
tic liners to detect the .approach of 
hidden icc-horgs. 

"Temperature observations on the 
Ice-bound St. Lawrence showed how 
difficult It 'was to get a true freezing 
point," declared Dr. Barnes, "in all Ice 
remedial work, we are dealing with 
water-ice system, which only becomes 
troiililesome when the temperature falls 
below freezing point. At this .stage 
tho various Ice crystals commence 
growing and expanding and when 
coming Into contact with similar bo- 
dies a solid sheet of Ice is formed. 

For years, engineers have been try 
ing to find some method of coping 
with this condition, and steam and 
later electricity were used in an at

and troublesome to use, and It only 
affected small bodies ot water. Since 
practically no lieat waves were radi 
ated from the steam, the heat was un- 
able to penetrate the water to any 
rent distance. Electricity. while 
slightly more ettective, proved alio 
gctlier too great a strain on the power 
plants, and the experiments had to 
be discontinued. 

Experiments conducted on tho St 
Lawrence demonstrated the fact that 
the raps , of the sun on striking the 
surface of - the ice- berg, appeared to 
be magnified for some reason or other, 
and penetrated the surface of the ber 
However, s subst.Tnce had to he found 
which would radiate greater energy 
than the sun. _ Thermit was then 
tried for tho first time and was found 
to possess all the necessary qualities 

The lecturer had used thermit as far 
back as twenty-dve years ago. Al that 
time its action was not nutte under- 
stood, and It was only quite recently 
that Dr. Bnnres conceived the idea ot 
using it In* ice remedial work, "its ad 
vantages are olivlous," ' declared the 
speaker. "For one thing it Is very e;usy 
lo procure. The Thermit Corporation 
of Now A'ork has a daily capacity ot 
some forty tons. Again, Its reaction 
takes place very quickly. It generates 
intense heat in a few seconds. 

Tho thcriiilt is placed In a lueta 
container which is lined with a thick 
coat of asbestos, and lowered into the 
li!e nt a distance ot some twenty feet 
Tho intense heat generated melts itway 
the contaliiei-, and a brilliant flash of 
penetrating light is then observed. 
This beam of light is a very powerful 
radiating source of heat, wlilch ex 
tends over tho .surface ot the ice tor i 
distance of about a hundred feet, 
This has a tendency to loosen up the

The great trespasser in this branch of abuse is the French 
'Department, though, perhaps, through no fault of its own. Six, 
' seven and even eight expensive text books are often prescribed 
for à course, and the middle or the end of October,arrives before 
; they can be obtained. The general procedure seems to be for a 
local bookseller to wait until a barrage of orders indicates that 
:iC^the sale of more than one copy of a text book is apt to take place 
i::|èîhould a stock be purchased. By the time half a month has passed, 
p.the vendor of the printed page sits down and writes to England 
'or, the book. 

This is precisely what is happening at the present moment 
to a number of texts, and notwithstanding the coal strike and 
other incidentals, it is alleged that there are many students, 
otherwise bright, who are counting on receiving them in time 
for study during the Christmas holidays. 

Thus we have the pitiful picture of undergraduates ordered 
^0 man the guns of academic learning and finding themselves cic- 
I'oid of even a puff ball to fire on the approach of the enemy. Bui 
vho is to blame? If certain books are made in England it is not 
the bookseller's fault, and if he refuses to stock works that may 
^r^Jprove unsalable it is not the university's fault. 

The solution then, must lie in some plan of co-operation be- 
si;ti iween the two. An e.stimate must be sent to a merchant of tlie 
number of copies of a book likely to be required. This could be 
done by taking the average number of students registering in a 
course over a chosen period. The registration in important 
îi^^^ps at.McGiU does not vary greatly, and assuming a text book 
"^^^cted by the college to merit at least a three-year life, we sug- 
gest that such a plan would operate in the long run to. the com- 
■ hined advantage of student, professor and merchant.

Queen's Registrar Makes 
Statement on Recent 
"Rumors" 



TO \M IN CLASH 
WITH TBI-COLOfi 



Varsity Victory Would Put 
McGill in First Place 



With the eligibility forms of the 
Queen's players filed with the sccro- 
tarj* of Iho C. I. U. U. and tho form 
of Carl Vo88, their star kicking half 
back not nmong thorn, it wottii)' appear 
that the Voss intends to follow out 
his Intention annonnced a few days 
ago. Vo.ss w.is reported a couple of 
times to li.-ivo fa led his year and al- 
though reports fi-om Kiiujaton deny 
this, it seems as though the lanky 
halfback rciUy decided Uiat ho would 
spend his time In study this fall Inr 
stead of on the grid ron. Among the 
forms, however, were included those 
of Harry Batstonc and Vincent Mona- 
han, storm cetntres In the recent 
publicity that Intercollegiate football 
came in for last week. Queen's Uni 
verslty has made a statement declar 
ing that all three players are eligible, 
with a few remarks appended dealing 
with the recent squabble. 

Kingston, October 14— The following 
statement was given by Dr. "W. K 
McNeill, Hogistrar of Queen's Univer 
s ty, this afternoon. 

"Owing to the persistence of dis 
agreeable rumors concerning tho 
eligibility of certain .athletes of 
Queen's University,' the Senate In spite 
of Its tradltonal reluctance ..to take 
any notice of mere rumors feels that 
It should issue a st.itement for the In 
formation and ressurance of graduates 
friends and the general public. ■'' 

'rThe regulations regarding admis- 
sion, to the various faculties of the 
university are never relaxed in the 
least In favor of athletes. Indeed, 
those having In charge the aMnlssIon 
of students seldom know, when an 
application Is received, whetther or 
not the candidate Is an athlete. 

"Neither the university authorities 
nor any organization connected with 
the university, either directly or in 
directly, has ever given any financ al 
assistance of any kind to students, be- 
cause of athletic agility, not even to 
the extent of free training tales or 
quarters. _ - 

. '"Adx-ancement from one year to 
another depends entirely on standing 
and never is any-exccptlon rniid?' on 
account of athlot.c participation. The 
same examination standard.<3 are re- 
quired of oil students. 

"Tho regulations regarding ellgt 
bllity insofar as the university au- 
thor.ties are concerned are rigidly 
Interpreted and applied. The Cana- 
dian Intercollegiate Athletic Union re 
quires that each studetit who takes 
l>aj-i in any intercollegiate' ^icontest 
present a certificate signed by either 
the registrar of the university or by 
the dean of his faculty, stating that 
he is a ibona-flde registered student 
regularly in attendance at the lectures 
without such failures as necessitate 
the repetition of work essential to the 
completion ot his course within the 
lime prescribed for It. 

"To question a player's eligibility 
after this certificate has been signed 
Is to Question the honor or judgment 
of an experienced and responsible of- 
ficer of the Hnlverslty. 

"Jn the cuso of a l(-w men who.se 
nanie.s have been frequently mentioned 
the following fact that should be 
known: 

"Batstone Ijjdicated on his reglstra. 
tlon card four years ago that he was 
taking a year in arts to qualify for 
adnilafcion to medicine. He proceeded 
directly, however, to the degree of 
Uachelor of Commerce in tho faculty 
of Arlu. Th s degree differs from the 
degree of liachelor of Arts only In tlie 
final year. For reasons of tempeia- 
ment, appreciated by all who know 
lilm. Batstone abandoned commercial 
work after a brief experience. For 
few weeks hesitated between law and 
modlclne, and after due coiisideratii.* 
returned to his original jilan of enter 
lug the latter faculty. Many men take 
an arts degree before proceeding to 
law or medicine, and for this puiDose 
there Is little choice between the B.A 
and B. Com. courses. 

"Monahon is taking a year in Arts 
to qualify lor admission to a course in 
Mechanical Engineering, ife is keen 
and alort. His Instructors, particularly 
those in mathematics and physics, re 
port that he l.s doing oxcollent work. 

Voss was declared eligible to play 
Intercollegiate rugby Ijy the Board of 
Kcfcronce of the C. I. A. U at 
mooting held In Montreal a fow week's 
ago. On account of his diango from 
Uio Faculty of Ajts to the Faculty of 
Appiiud Science with an" Incomplete 
year In Arts, whicli, however, was ont 
required for admission to science, ho 
heartily agreed with tlie University 
authorities that ilio should withdraw 
from Intercolloylate contests this ses 
slon as neither he nor the university 
wl4(hcd h is future career to bo clouded 
with unpleasant notoriety.

A recent visitor to llos- 
ton proiuMinco,-! tli(M\i ;i lazy people, 
deslrlni^ luxtiry and ease. And Ihclr 
most consistent critic iloclares lliat 
they are guilty of all forcp)lng 
charges and a great many more; as 
many, to' be preslce, as ho rinds ^nece- 
ssary to keep the pages of his cul- 
tural mag-ar.ine lilled to over-flowiiiR.

.Xnierjcans up as a race of iniintoUI- 
gent, unkind, coiTupt, debased, miser- 
ly people.
